MINISTERS AGREE TO 
NEGOTIATE TREATY 


FOUR-POWER 
NON- 


AGGRESSION TREATY FOR 
GERMANY PLANNED 


MOSCOW, 
April

Council of Foreign Ministers ap- 
parently agreed In principle tonight 
to negotiate a four-power non- 
aggression treaty 
on 
Germany 


along the lines of the 40-year pact 
proposed by James F. Byrnes. 
France and Britain agreed quick- 


ly to a proposal by U. S. Secretary 
of State Marshall that the coun- 
cil immediately appoint plenipoten- 
tiaries to negotiate such a pact. 


Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 


Molotov did not *eply on that spe- 
cific point, but he proposed a se- 
ries of six amendments to the orig- 
inal American draft of the treaty, 
drawn up while Byrnes was secre- 
tary of'state. Official sources said 
they considered this agreement ir. 
principle on the part of the Soviet 
Union. 
The American secretary propos- 


ed that a provision be Included in 
the peace treaty "to bind the Ger- 
man state and become the law of 
the land." 
Highly placed informants said 


Marshall had been prepared to ask 
the Soviet Union to agree in prin- 
ciple to the long-range treaty and 
that he would he willing to leave 
the details to a commission. The 
proposal first was advanced a year 
ago. 
Willing To Negotiate 


Hope was expressed that Mar- 


shall's willingness to negotiate the 
details would clear the way at this 
time for agreement in principle. 
The informants said that under 
his new approach, the Americans, 
as well as the Russians,

and British could

The holidays for which GM will 
pay employes represented by UE 
are New Years, Memorial Day. 
Fourth of July, Labor Day, Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. 


Other Demands. 


The union's demand for a health, 


welfare and retirement program 
will continue a subject for discus- 
sion In negotiations.

Faces Alternatives 
It Is apparent that the develop- 


ments are confrontlnf Mr. Truman 
with the choice (a) cracking dowu 
on Wallace, or (b) facing charges

Wallace, highly critical of tha 


president's Greek-Turkish old pro- 
gram, has ben roudly criticized In 
congress for remarks during hta 
current upeaklng tour of EnglanJ.

ADVICE ON HOW TO 
CURB HARMFUL ANTS 
IN FLOWERS GIVEN 


People who have had experience 


In raising flower and ornamental 
shrubs have 
probably wondered 
about the various sizes and colors 
of the ants that flock' through the 
flower beds, says Eva Sue Mer- 
rltt, county home demonstration 
•gent. 
Entomologists -of the Texns A. 
and M. College Extension Service 
say that these ants for the most 
part are not harmful to plants, 
says the agent. The one exception 
is the fire ant, which will feed on 
anything and often kills flowtrs 
and shrubs. Most of the other ants 
arc harmless, and feed on the 
honeydew that Is secreted by plant 
lice or on a sweet material given 
off by flower beds. 
Ants can be killed by carbon bl-

Miss Merritt says that flourine 


solutions nre being sold for home 
use In moth-proofing clothes. 
If 


these solutions are applied accord- 
Ing to directions on the container, ; 
they will give good protection for a 
llm'ited period. If the solution Is 
sprayed on, the spraying must be 
BO thorough that all parts of the 
fabric arc moistened. It's wise to 
give sepcchill attention to spray- 
•ing along folds, seams, pockets, un- 
der lapels and other places where 
months nre easily hidden. 


Mothproofing spvays differ from 


the ordinary moth spray, which will j 
kill any insect on contact, but gives ' 
no lasting 
protection, says 
the 


agent. 
The 
mothproofing spray 


protects a garment by killing moths 
that feed on the fabric. Miss Mer- 
ritt say that the new DDT moth- 
proofing spray that Is now com- 
'ing on the market promises to be 
the best all-round spray yet devel- 
oped. The DDT spray combines the 
good points of 
both 
the 
other 


sprays. It kills moths on contact 
and leaves an effoctive residue on 
the fabric that gives further pro- 
tectiton. USDA is still conducting 
tests on the 
DDT 
mothproofing 


spray, but all the evidence so far 
points to very effective results.

lution, check the list of ingredients 
to see that arsenic Is not listed. If
